Nor was 
the Second Napoleonic Empire, rising on 
the second. fall of the old monarchy, a re- 
print.of the first; nor was it at the same 
standpoint of political order or of ideas. 
There had been movement never to be 
retrayersed. The new order of things had 
become the order of tife and civilization 
“of France. So, the Restoration of Charles 
the Second could not bring again the era 
of the First Charles, or the Tudors. Nor 
could the ascendancy of Toryism in Eng- 
land, after the accession of William of 
Orange, reimstate the régime of the Stuarts. 
These had ‘been left behind forever by the 
politics and the civilization of Britain. 
But, though revolutions may not be 
turned back, they may be switched off 
from the legitimate track, to the ruin or 
disaster of states. It ever exceedingly im- 
ports those implicated in the struggles of 
reform or revolution to see to it that their 
forces be not thrown off their proper aim, 
and swayed to cnds which are extreme 
and ruinous. So those forces which were 
generators of factors of our recent vast 
reform (or shall we call it revolution ?) 
are to guard lest, on the one hand, they be 
cheated of their true aim and the rightful 
prize of the victory achieved at such ter- 
rible cost; or, on the other, be misdi- 
rected, and wrought to purposes alien or 
extreme and pernicious. The movement, 
unless guarded, may be baffled, or may 
bear to ruin. But the reform, or revolu- 
tion—whichever we may term it—may 
never be reversed, more than the course of 
the world. It has already created inter- 
ests, relations, situations, ideas, that ren- 
der reversal an impossibility. It has al- 
ready wrought itsclf into all the elements 
of our population, and all the tissues of 
the body of the state and of society. It 
has become a part of the life of the com- 
monwealth.

THE LATE ELECTIONS. 
IS THERE A REACTION? 
BY REV. T. M. POST, D. D., OF 87. LOUIS. 


Tne late elections in some of the North- 
ern States have been chronicled exten- 
sively as a great political reaction. They 
hardly amount to that. They are rather 
achange of issues and a political relaxation 
than a counter-action. They are, how- 
ver, a premonition, and may well excite 
alarm; certainly they challenge grave 
inquiry and careful analysis. 

Reaction ‘against a party may not be 
reaction against‘a cause. "The defeat of a 
party may not bea defeat of the principles 
on which it rose to power. It may im- 
peril these principles. Ft may indicate 
he relaxation or disorganization of the 
forees that championed them, or a low 
stage of nafional life, upon which may be 
jinduced fever. But the discomfiture suf- 
fered by a party may be entirely on 
changed issues—on questions irrelevant to 
its great vital principles, or relating to the 
selection of measures and men for carrying 
out thesd principles, or to their legal and 
legitimate consequences; not to their es- 
essential right and authosity. 

The recentelections have none of them 
been contested on the question of those 
issues on which the late civil war was 
fought through, or on which the party 
which conducted it rose to power. These 
principles were: First, the maintenance 
of our national unity or life (they were 
felt to be identical); second, the abolition 
of slavery and the extension of our polit- 
ical life-principle—of the equal freedom 
of all men—to our entire population. The

WOMAN'S RIGHTS, 


“Soon after the commencement of the 
Anti-Slavery Reform, I had delivered in 
Providence, R. I, ‘a lecture on the condi- 
tion of the enslaved millions of our coun- 
trymen, as it was according to the laws of 
the states and of- the republic. A most 
estimable and intelligent lady, who was 
one of my auditors, begged to know if I 
was indifferent to the fact, or ignorant, that 
there were millions of my fellow-beings in 
the Northern States whose condition, ac- 
ceding to law, was not much better than 
that of the Southern slaves. I confessed my 
ignorance, and insisted that such could 
not be the case,and I not know it. She 
then ran a parallel between the legal con- 
dition of females at the North and that of 
the slaves at the South, which surprised 
and shocked me. I promised her that I 
would be ignorant and indifferent no 
longer. And ever since that hour I con- 
fess the “Rights of Woman” have been 
often wnder my consideration, and fre- 
quently the subject of consideration and 
public discourse.” ;

THE year 1868 will long be remembered 
for its settlement of the boundary question: 
between Aristocracy of Color and Impar 
tial Human Liberty. The War of the 
Rebellion being closed, we have now to 
decide whether the fundamental idea 
which impelled and justified the Rebellion 
shall dominate over ‘our whole coun- 
try, molding her institutions and shaping 
her destiny. Ifit be true that God has 
not created all men, but only all White 
men, in His own image, and made them 
equal in political and ciyil rights, then it 
isa world-wide calamity that Grant did 
not surrender to Lee at Appémattox; and 
“The Lost Cause,” trodden into mire un- 
der the-hoofs of Sheridan’s rough-riding 
cavalry, not only should, but will be, re- 
gained in Constitutional Conventions and 
at the ballot-boxes. Ifthe Black race, be- 
cause they ore Black, should be exeluded 
from the jury-box and repelled from the 
ballot-box, then Stonewall Jackson ought 
to head the roll of American martyrs, em- 
Dlazoned high above the names of Wat- 
ren, and Mercer, and Pulaski; of Ells 
worth, Lyon, Baker, Reynolds, Wads- 
worth, Kearney, Sedgewick, and McPher- 
s80n, 

It is difficult to argue with a blind, be- 
sotted prejudice, grounded in ignorance 
and fortified by self-coneeit. Devoid of 
reason, it is hardly amenable to reason. 
But millions who would listen wnmoved 
to appeals based on Justice and Humanity 
can be stirred by facts which affect -their 
own interest and safety. The naked truth 
that every Southern State reconstructed on 
the White basis is to-day a Rebel State— 
shaped and ruled by men who execrated 
Lincoln’s reluctant and tardy resistance to 
the rebellion as a causeless and criminal 
aggression, and profoundly rejoiced over 
Bull Run as their victory—will prove in- 
vincible, if we can but bring it home to 
the apprehension of every loyal voter. 
There is no paramount question of good 
faith or gratitude to the Blacks. Their 
votes are as necessary to the preponder- 
ance of White loyalty as to their own 
protection and security. Reconstruct the 
South on the White basis, and every one 
of the fifteen States which held slaves in 
1860 will be intensely, overwhelmingly 
Copperhead thenceforth and evermore. 
Allow to-day the plea that the Blacks are 
ignorant and degraded, and those whom 
you thereby clothe with power will take 
good care that the plea shall be as- valid 
and well-grounded a century hence as it 
now is.
